RESOLUTION 

No. P. 3-3/63 -CF. — On the recommendation of the Work- 
ing Group on Cooperative Farming, tho Government of India 
had aet up the National Cooperative Farming Advisory 
Board, vide their Resolution No. F. 3-4/62-CF, dated the 
5th July 1962. The term of the Board expired on 30th June 
1964. 

2. The Government of India have accordingly decided to 
reconstitute the Board for a further period, ending the 30th 
September 1966. 

3. The composition of the re-constltuted Board will be as 
follows : — 

Chairman 

Minister for Community Development and Cooperation. 
Members 

1. Deputy Minister for Agriculture. 

2. Deputy Minister, Community Development and Coopera- 
tion. 

3. Pour Members of Parliament, 

4. Six non-offldal* connected with cooperative farming. 

5. One Agricultural Economist. 

6. Five representative* from State Governments. 

7. One representative each of — 

(i) Reserve Bank of India. 

(U) Khadi A Village Industries Commission. 

(HI) Planning Commission. 

(iv) Ministry of Finance. 

(v) Department of Agriculture. 

(vi) Department of Cooperation. 

(vii) Department of Community Development. 

Member-Secretary 

Cooperation Commissioner, Department of Cooperation. 

4, Tho following will be the terms of reference of the 
Board : — 

(I) To plan and promote the programme of cooperative 
fanning on voluntary basis. 

(II) To review the progress and suggest modifications In 
the programme as and when necessary. 

(ill) To suggest measures for enlisting people's partici- 
pation in the programme and fostering their initia- 
tive and leadership. 

(iv) To suggest arrangements for education and training 
of personnel required for implementing the pro- 
gramme* 

(v) To suggest organisation of studies and schemes of 
research relating to cooperative fanning. 

(vi) To asses* the requirements and to recommend the 
pattern of financial assistance. 

(vii) To study the question of technical supervision and 
guidance and to suggest suitable arrangements. 

(vili) To coordinate Inter-state developments and ex- 
perience. 

(lx) To help State Governments and State Boards in 
formulating their schemes and programmes, if neces- 
sary. 


(x) To undertake such cognate measures as are relevant 
to the pursuance of the terms of reference of the 
Board. 

5. For ensuring more effective supervision and guidance 
and reviewing the programme of cooperative farming, the 
Board shall have an Executive Committee which will consist 
of the following : — 

Chairman 

Deputy Minister, Community Development and Coopera- 
tion. 

Members 

One Member of Parliament. 

Two non-officials connected with cooperative farming. 

One representative from the State Governments. 

Representatives of — 

(i) Planning Commission. 

(ii) Department of Agriculture. 

(iil) Department of Cooperation. 

Member-Secretary 

Cooperation Commissioner, Department of Cooperation. 

6. Subject to the control, direction and Buperintendanco of 
the Board, the Executive Committee will be competent to 
deal with any matter within the competence of the Board. 

7. The Executive Committee or the Board may appoint 
sub-commiltees to deal with different aspects of the pro- 
gramme of cooperative farming. The sub-committees may 
co-opt for specific purposes persons who have expert know- 
ledge of the problem or appropriate field experience. 

8. The Board shall meet at least once In six months. The 
Executive Committee and sub-committees may meet aa and 
When necessary. 

9. In addition to attending meetings of the Board, Execu- 
tive Committee and sub-committees, the members may visit 
cooperative farming societies and training centres connected 
with cooperative fanning so as to obtain an intimate know- 
ledge of thoir working and suggest improvements wherever 
necessary. 

10. A person who is appointed as a member of the Board 
in bis ex-officio capacity or as a holder of a particular office 
shall automatically cease to be a member of the Board if he 
ceases to be ex-officio holder of tbe office or appointments as 
the case may be. All casual vacancies shall be filled in con- 
sultation with the authority or body which nominated the 
member whose place falls vacant. 

11. The term of the present Board will expire on 30th 
September 1966.

— A Wage Board for the coal mining 
industry was set up by the Government of India by their 
Resolution No. WB-16(l>/62, dated the 10th August 1962, 
as amended by Resolution No. WB-16(l)/62, dated the 17th 
October 1962. The tripartite Industrial Committee on Coal 
Mining, at its 9th Session held at Calcutta, on the 1 0th- 11th 
August 1964, has recommended that a specific request should 
bo made to the Wage Board for coal mining Industry to 
review the present system of paying attendance bonus with a 
view to suggesting such modifications as it might consider to 
be necessary and desirable.
